Abolish employe 
wage unit: Zerkle 


by LINDA PUNCH 


Wheeling Village Mgr. Terry L. 


Zerkle will meet with village employ- 
es to discuss formation of a bargain- 
ing unit to replace the employes' 
wage and salary committee. No date 
for the meeting was announced. 


In a report issued Monday, Zerkle 


said the wage and salary committee 
will be replaced by "a workable num- 
ber of individual employe groupings" 
representing 
different departments. 


He suggested four groupings including 
police, fire, public works and adminis- 
trative. 


Zerkle recommended that the board 


adopt a policy setting guidelines for 
collective bargaining with employes. 
The policy would set forth both man- 
agement and employe rights. 


The policy would establish guide- 


lines for extending recognition to vil- 
lage employe bargaining units. Zerkle 
said recognition "would be considered 
only on the request of the employes " 
He said his recommendations rule out 
outside unions such as the Combined 
Counties Police Assn. 


THE POLICY also would cover a 


procedure for securing recognition 
and provides for both "formal and in- 
formal" bargaining units, Zerkle said. 
The policy also should provide a no- 
strike provision and prohibit third- 
party binding arbitration, he said. A 
procedure for identifying and resolv- 
ing an impasse in negotiations also 
would be established. 


Zerkle said the guidelines would not 


be a contract but an outline of "all 
the types of things that could be nego- 
tiable items." He said he had met 
with employe groups to discuss his 
recommendations. 


"The president and board feel they 


are making a good-faith effort to as- 
sist and resolve the differences which 
now exist between the board and 
m a n a g e m e n t and employes. The 
board is hopeful that by taking this 
action, meaningful and productive

Many suburban building officials 


agree that with the appearance of 
more abandoned gas stations has 
come a growing trend to renovate the 
buildings for other uses. 


"It's quite obvious to me when I'm 


driving through other suburbs. There 


seems to be a trend in converting gas 
stations into other businesses, al- 
though it's not really true for our 
community," said Martin Munsen, di- 
rector of building and zoning for the 
Village of Arlington Heights. 


An Arco gasoline station at North- 


west Highway and Dryden Place was 
converted into a Brown's Pried Chick- 
en late in 1973, he said. 


A MOBIL station at Kensington 


Road and Dryden also has been used 
since 1973 as a storage building, he 
said. 


Other abandoned service stations in 


Arlington Heights either have been 
taken over by another gasoline firm 
or have been demolished in accor- 


dance with recent village require- 
ments, he said. 


The village gives gas station owners 


a limited number of days following 
the closing of their station to either 
sell the station, reopen it or have the 
village demolish the building at the 
owner's expense — a simple solution 
to keeping abandoned stations off the 
roadsides. 


Arlington Heights is the only North- 


west suburb with such provisions, and 
so, empty,, boarded up gas stations 
are less common than in some other 
communities.

Wheeling Rural Fire Protection Dis- 


trict officals tonight will meet with 
representatives from Wheeling, Buf- 
falo Grove and Prospect Heights to 
discuss dissolution of the district. 


The meeting will be at 8 p m. at the 


Buffalo Grove Fire Station, 505 W. 
Dundee FUt. 


Fire district trustees agreed to meet 


with officials of the three towns last 
m o n t h after denying Wheeling's 
request to disannex from the district. 
The trustees said they will begin 
plans for eventual dissolution of the 
district and the formation of manic- 
pal departments. 


FIRE DISTRICT officials denied 


Wheeling's request for disannexation, 
saying the action would severely cut 
revenues to the district. James Ryan, 
fire district attorney, said "the dollars 
left wouldn't be sufficient to provide 
an adequate level of fire service " 


Ftre district officials also said 


Wheeling's withdrawal would isolate 
portions of the fire district east and 
south of the village. 


Wheeling officials are attempting to 


disannex from the district in an effort 
to increase fire tax revenues to the 
village 
Wheeling trustee William 


Hein has said tax revenues could be 
increased by at least $55,000 annually 
because an area of the village not in 
the fire district could be taxed. 


A small section of the village, in- 


cluding about 2,000 residents in the 
northeast section of town, is not in- 
cluded in the fire district. Residents 
there do not pay Tire taxes. 


WHEELING OFFICIALS also con- 


tend fire district funds are distributed 
unequally between the Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove fire departments. Hein 
said Wheeling provides 95 per cent of

The proposed 1-cent a gallon Cook 


County gasoline tax will be inequi- 
table, counterproductive and difficult 
to collect, 14 persons told county com- 
missioners in a public hearing Mon- 
day. 


Following the hearing, Comr. Je- 


rome Huppert, chairman of the coun- 
ty board finance committee, 
said 


county officials will work on clari- 
fying the language of the proposed or- 
dinance establishing the tax before 
meeting again to take action. 


Huppert said the clarifications will 


involve the ordinance's definition of 
gasoline, which several witnesses said 
was too broad to limit the tax to gaso- 
line used for automobiles. 
TESTIFYING AGAINST the tax were 
representatives of Amoco Oil Co., 
various gasoline dealers' and dis- 
tributers' organizations and several 
private citizens, including one who 
suggested the county tax stock trans- 
actions because "that's gambling just 
like in Las Vegas." 


Only one person testifying did not 


voice opposition to the tax. Jack 
Schmetterer, an official of the Chi- 
cago Bar Assn., said the association is 
not endorsing any specific tax but be- 
lieves the county court system "needs 
a massive infusion of funds" in order 
to improve justice in the county 


The gasoline tax was proposed ear- 


lier this month by County Board Pres.' 
George W. Dunne as a replacement 
for a proposed S3 a month county em- 
ploye head tax. Dunne withdrew the 
head tax proposal after it ran into 
unanimous opposition from 
county 


businesses and from suburban com- 
munities which would have shared in 
the revenue. 


Dunne has estimated the gas tax 


would bring in about $18 million and 
has said the money will be used to 
grant cost-of-living raises to county 
employes next year and to meet ris- 
ing costs in the courts and in such 
areas as workmen's compensation 
payments

tually bring in revenue higher than 
the $18 million, with estimates rang- 
ing from $24 to $27 million. Dunne 
said revenue over the $18 million 
would be used to cut property taxes. 


Some said the tax will hurt gasoline 


dealers located near county bound- 
aries because motorists will leave the 
county to buy gas. 


Donald Stubbs, regional vice presi- 


dent for Amoco Oil Co., said the tax 
may result in "a tax on the service 
station operator rather than on con- 
sumers" because some station owners 
will be forced to absorb the tax rather 
than lose business. 


Donald Woodrick, executive director 


of the Midwest Petroleum Markers 
Assn., Rosemont, said the few places 
which have adopted local gasoline 
taxes have found they drive gasoline 
dealers out of business. 


HE SAID A tax imposed in subur- 


ban Stone Park under the village's 
home-rule power, resulted in seven of 
the community's 11 service stations 
closing. He said if a county tax is im- 
posed, "the problem that has afflicted 
Stone Park would be repeated on 
broader scale." 


Woodrick, Stubbs and others said 


they oppose the tax because it will tax 
motorists for general county services, 
not for road improvements as the mo- 
tor fuel tax does. 


John Ainlay, an Evanston resident 


and retired official of the American 
Petroleum 
Institute, said, 
"Under 


what conceivable reasoning can a per- 
son's obligation to the county employ- 
es (whose raises would come from the 
tax) be based on the number of miles 
he must drive his vehicle in the pur- 
suit of a living? A person who must

certainly shall not have twice the obli- 
gation to the county employes as his 
neighbor." 


AINLAY. WHO SAID he served as a 


gasoline tax collector in Nebraska 
during the 1940's, also said county of- 
ficials will face "many unforeseen 
problems" collecting the tax. He said, 
"Experience has shown that a gaso- 
line tax at the counts level is one of 
the most difficult taxes to collect.'' 


William E. Stowe, manager of the 


tax department of the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce, said his or- 
ganization opposes the gas tax "or 


any other county tax increase at this 
time." He said the chamber wants 
Dunne to appoint a blue-ribbon com- 
mittee to study county government to 
find ways to save money. 


Glenn Eanes, a Standard Oil dealer 


from Chicago, said he would like the 
county to run like a big business that 
had to make a profit. He asked the 
commissioners "to spend as much ex- 
tra time each day trying to improve 
the operation of the county as we, the 
service station dealers, will have to 
work extra time to try to pay this tax 
you are asking for."

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Berserk rifleman slays 7 at Cal State 


FULLERTON, Calif. (UP1) - A 


school janitor, bothered by trouble 
with his wife, went berserk in the li- 
brary building at California State Uni- 
versity Monday, spraying the halls 
with rifle bullets while he muttered 
about some apparent grievance and 
killed or wounded nine persons, police 
reported. 


Seven persons including a woman 


employe in her 20s and a retired pro- 
fessor doing research died of bullet 
wounds at the scene or within a few 
hours of the shooting outburst. 


Two others hit by rifle fire were re- 


ported in critical condition at a hos- 
pital. 


Arrested and booked on suspicion of 


murder was Edward Charles Alia way, 
37, employed in the university's custo- 
dial department and described as a 
quiet, hardworking man who was a 
loner. He recently told his superior he 
and his wife were estranged. 


Allaway telephoned police from a 


nearby hotel to identify himself as 
"the man who did the shooting," and 
added, "Come and get me." 


Police said his wife was a waitress 


at the Hilton Hotel in neighboring 


Anaheim and he went there after the 
campus shooting to plead for a recon- 
ciliation. A blanket-wrapped rifle was 
found in the back of his car, parked at 
the hotel. 


The dead, most of whom fell at 


their jobs, some with papers or a soft 
drink in their hands, were identified 
as: 


• Deborah Paulsen, 26, a library 


custodian who did the same type of 
work as the suspect. 


• Dr. Seth Fessenden, 73, professor 


emeritus 
in the Speech Commu- 


nications Department, who retired in 


1973 and was a member of the univer- 
sity's founding faculty in 1953. 


• Stephen Becker, 32, who worked 


as a clerk at the university and was 
the son of Dr. Ernest Becker, director 
of placements. 


• Paul 
Herzberg, 30, a photo- 


grapher in the Instructional Media 
Center in the library basement. 


• Don Karges, 42, another custo- 


dian who had worked alongside the 
suspect in the library. 


• Bruce Jacobson, 32, an equipment 


technician in the Media Center. 


• Frank 
Teplansky, 51, another 


Media Center technician. 


In critical condition at St. Jude Hos- 


pital were Maynard Hoffman, 65, su- 
pervising custodian, who was Alla- 
way's immediate boss; and Donald 
Reran, 55, a librarian.

chief custodian, who had known Alla- 
way since he was hired 18 months ago 
said the suspect was a soft-spoken 
diligent worker, a loner who went on 
a break alone and ate lunch alone but 
was bothered recently by his trouble 
with his wife. 


Allaway failed to report for work on 


schedule at 6 a.m. Monday but en- 
tered the library building after 8 
o'clock, reportedly carrying the rifle. 


The sound of shots broke the silence 


in the library. Jenny Galvan, a secre- 
tary in the bilingual education depart- 
ment, said she heard a noise that 
"sounded like a firecracker," 
then 


someone ran by and cried, "Some- 
one's been shot." 


Mrs. Galvan ran out of her office 


with two other women and they saw a 
man with a gun running toward them.

Emily Harris pins blame on Patty Hearst 


The defense at the trial of William and Emily Harris sought 


Monday to pin the blame on absent Patricia Hearst for a wild 
shooting incident two years ago which led to all three being 
charged with kidnap, assault and robbery. In an opening statement 
to the jury, the tiny Mrs. Harris said she and her husband had no 
idea Miss Hearst would open fire with a machine gun at a Los 
Angeles sporting goods store where the Harrises had been appre- 
hended for allegedly shoplifting. "Patty Hearst would have been 
the last person in the world to take along to protect us because she 
was completely inexperienced," Mrs. Harris said. 


The long postponed trial of the Symbionese Liberation Army 


members got under way with Miss Hearst still undergoing psy- 
chological tests in San Diego ordered by the federal judge at her 
Sun Francisco trial where she was convicted of bank robbery and 
tcntntively sentenced to 35 years in prison. 


Ford shakeup aimed at improving image 


In a staff shakeup aimed at improving his image but almost sure 


to draw congressional fire, President Ford eased out Margarita E. 
White as White House Communications Director Monday and named 
her to the Federal Communications Commission. Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said Mrs. White was nominated to the FCC for a seven- 
year term to succeed Glenn 0. Robinson. He said she had done a 
"superb job." 


Two other key White House officials also were involved in the 


shakeup: Robert Mcade resigned as presidential television adviser 
after Nessen criticized him for poorly handling the national telecast 
of Ford's dinner last week with Queen Elizabeth, and David R. 
Gorgon, the former Richard M. Nixon speechwriter and lately a 
White House lawyer, was named to succeed Mrs. White — but with 
greater powers. 


Explosion rocks plant in New Jersey 


A thundering explosion in a perfume chemical plant Monday in- 


jured at least ten workers, three of them critically. Police in 
Union Beach, N.J. said there were no reports of fatalities. The blast 
at the International Flavors & Fragrances, Inc. factory shattered 
windows and was heard in several coastal towns within a five-mile 
radius. Firemen were still fighting a blaze in the sprawling plant. 
Company officials said they did not know what caused the ex- 
ploMon.

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - U.S. 


Ambassador 
William W. Scranton 


said Monday Israel's commando res- 
cue of hijacked hostages in Uganda 
July 4 was "a combination of guts and 
brains that has seldom been sur- 
passed." 


' ' I t electrified 
millions every- 


where," Scranton told the Security 
Council, "and I confess I was one of 
them." 


Scranton called on the Council to 


support a British-American sponsored 
draft resolution condemning hijacking 
by giving top priority to "every neces- 
sary measure to prevent and punish 
all such terrorist acts." 


Ford, Reagan begin final delegate bids 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford and GOP challenger Ronald 
Reagan entered the final week of 
their state convention contest for the 
Republican nomination Monday with 
Ford inching closer to the magic 1,130 
delegate votes needed to clinch a first 
ballot victory. 


The latest UPI delegate count 


showed 1.086 delegates committed to 
or loaning toward Ford, compared to 
1,010 favoring Reagan. There were 79 
li.stcd as uncommitted and 55 still to 
be chosen. 


The two combatants will finish their 


state convention battles with a two- 
state bout this weekend. Ford is fa- 
vored to capture all 35 delegates in 
Connecticut, while Reagan is virtually 
assured a sweep of all 20 in Utah. 


Reagan's chief 
delegate hunter, 


John P. Sears, has told reporters: "It 


looks as if Ford will get all 35 Con- 
necticut delegates, but at the expense 
of leaving off the delegation people 
who have traditionally made heavy 
(financial) contributions to the par- 
ty." 


If that prediction comes true, Ford 


will have a total 1,121 delegates in his 
corner — just nine short of the 1,130 
needed to defeat Reagan at next 
month's GOP national convention in 
Kansas Gty. 


Reagan did worse than he expected 


during the past weekend at state con- 
ventions in North Dakota and Colora- 
do. 


Although he had hoped to pick up 10 


or 11 delegates in North Dakota, the 
former California governor won only 
four. Ford, meanwhile, got 12. Two 
are listed as uncommitted. 


In Colorado, where Reagan bad 


been favored to sweep all 25 dele- 
gates, he got only 20. Ford won four, 
and one is uncommitted. 


A new Washington Post projection 


of the remaining uncommitted dele- 
gates, in which Reagan was credited 
with all delegates either leaning to- 
ward him or claimed by him, gave 
the Californian a total of 1.124 — six 
short of the number for a first-ballot 
nomination. 


The Post projection, similarly con- 


ceding Ford all uncommitted dele- 
gates either leaning toward him or 
claimed by him, showed the President 
with 1,169 — 39 more than those 
needed for him to capture the nomi- 
nation. 


Thus, according to the Post survey. 


Ford could afford to suffer some set- 
backs and still win his party's nomi- 
nation, but Reagan could not. 


The Anglo-American resolution was

Sahm also introduced a draft resolu- 
tion sponsored by his country, Benin 
and Libya — the three African mem- 
bers of the Council — condemning Is- 
r a e l ' s ' ' f l a g r a n t violation of 
Uganda's sovereignty and territorial 
integrity." It demanded full Israeli 
compensation for damage inflicted at 
Entebbe Airport. 


Dropped from an earlier draft of 


the measure, in an effort to avoid a 
veto by the United States and perhaps 
Britain, was condemnation of Israel 
for "aggression," an action asked by 
the Organization of African Unity. 


"Israel's action in rescuing the hos- 


tages involved a temporary breach of 
the territorial integrity of Uganda," 
Scranton said "However, there is a 
well established right to use limited 
force for the protection of one's own 
nationals from an imminent threat of 
injury or death in a situation where 
the state in whose territory they are 
located either is unwilling or unable 
to protect them .. . 


"There is substantial evidence that 


the government of Uganda cooperated 
with and aided the hijackers . . . the 
ease and success of the Israeli effort 
to free the hostages further suggests 
that the Uganda authorities could 
have overpowered the hijackers and 
released the hostages if they had real- 
ly desired to do so." 


Then, emphasizing that he was 


speaking personally, Scranton told the 
Council: 


"Under such circumstances, the 


government of Israel invoked one of 
the most remarkable rescue missionb 
in history, a combination of guts and 
brains that has seldom if ever been 
surpassed. It electrified millions ev- 


erywhere, and I confess I was one of 
them."

Stymied RTA talks turn to funding

Renewed talk of a gasoline sales tax 


and transportation 
fare increases 


within the six-county area governed 
by the Regional Transportation Au- 
thority punctuated another unsuccess- 
ful effort Monday by the RTA Board 
to adopt a $178 million budget. 


RTA commissioners Pastora San 


Juan Cafferty and Patrick O'Malley, 
both of Chicago, said fare increases 
and a gas tax should be explored si- 
multaneously immediately after the 
eventual adoption of the RTA budget. 


Both the new tax and higher fares 


may be needed to get the RTA out of 
its financial dilemma, they said. 


However, D. Daniel Baldino of 


Evanston, leader of the suburban 
RTA board members, predicted a gas 
tax proposal "would not go very far." 


Judge Raymond K. Berg of Cook 


County Circuit Court tried unsuccess- 
fully Monday to hammer out differ- 
ences between suburban and city 
members of the RTA. 


IN AN EXTRAORDINARY board 


meeting held in Berg's Civic Center 
courtroom, board members continued 
to bicker over the proposed budget. 


The suburban directors had refused to 
approve the budget by the June 30 
deadline and are being sued for their 
inaction by the Chicago majority on 
the board. 


Monday's failure to resolve the 


budget deadlock brought suburban 
bus companies, several commuter 
railroads and the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority one day closer to service cut- 
backs or shutdowns. The North Subur- 
ban Transit Authority, which operates 
buses in the Northwest suburbs, has 
said it will shut down July 16 if it does 
not get RTA subsidies. 


The bizarre nature of Monday's 


meeting was marked by the presence 
of television cameras inside the court- 
room. Reporters filled the 12-seat jury 
box to overflowing and Berg took off 
his judicial robes to mediate the 
marathon session. He also lifted the 
traditional no smoking rule. 


At Berg's request, there were only 


indirect references to the future of 
RTA Chairman Milton Pikarsky, 
whom suburban members have been 
trying to oust. 


Baldino and O'Malley clashed over 


budget philosophy and a three-point 


compromise plan offered by Berg was 
rejected. 


Baldino said Chicago residents gen- 


e r a l l y have good public trans- 
portation, but facilities often are lack- 
ing in the suburbs. 


"THE MAJORITY of the people in 


the suburbs do not have transit ser- 
vice 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week and don't live within three- 
eights mile of a terminal as the 
people in Chicago do," Baldino said. 
"That is the type of service subur- 
banites expected from the RTA." 


Agreement on the budget appeared 


possible at one point in the meeting 
when Berg offered a compromise on 
RTA revenue that included: 


• $5.5 million subtracted 
from 


start-up funds of $23.2 million in order 
to partially repay a state debt. 


• Tunneling $3 million contributed 


annually from Chicago and $2 million 
from Cook County to the CTA through 
the RTA. Both points had been de- 
manded by suburban members but a 
third proposition intended to settle 
disagreement over the amount of 
state aid for RTA next year dashed 
hopes for adoption of the compromise. 


O'Malley and other Chicago mem- 


bers want to budget on the basis of a 
request for $114 million from the 
state. Suburban members, however, 
insist on using $98 million — the 
amount actually approved by the Illi- 
nois General Assembly.

Shirley Mun- 
son after a Herald investigation dis- 
closed a series of dinner meetings in- 
volving board members who are in 
apparent violation of the Illinois Open 
Meeting Act. A Herald investigation 
also has disclosed that Harper College 
Pres. Robert Lahti and some board 
members have used the college's pub- 
lic safety department, which is re- 
sponsible for campus security, for er- 
rands and personal use. 


A committee headed by Trustee 


Robert Rausch will review the travel 
and meeting policies and the use of 
college vehicles. 


THE SECOND committee, headed 


by Trustee Jesslyn Nicklas, will re- 
view the college's investment and 
banking policy. 


In 1973, The Herald disclosed that 


Lahti was a board member and stock- 
holder in the Bank of Elk Grove in 
Elk Grove Village, where the college 
has funds on deposit. 


Lahti, who is still on the bank board 


and who holds at least 500 shares in 
bank stock, worth more than 112,000 
also receives $100 for each board of 
directors meeting he attends. 


The college has had a checking ac- 


count at the bank for nine years. Lah- 
ti has been on the board of directors 
for four-and-a-half years. 


William Mann, vice president for fi- 


nancial affairs at Harper, said the 
college has accounts with about eight 
area banks, with its major accounts 
in Palatine banks. 


Mann said he is responsible for 


choosing the area banks where money 
is held or invested and that in- 
vestments are open to bid by banks in 
the area and in Chicago. 


Mrs. Munson said previous boards 


have determined there is no conflict 
of interest in his role with the bank of 
Elk Grove. 


College records reviewed by The 


Herald show several lunch or dinner 
meetings have taken place between 
Lahti, Mann and James Lancaster, 
Bank of Elk Grove president. 


William Bayuk of Marina Banks,

317 acres added to Lake County forests 


The Lake County Forest Preserve

Des Plaines 'wasting* cash 


on MSD legal fight: mayor 


Des Plaineb Mayor Herbert H. Beh- 


rel Monday said he believes the city is 
"wasting money" by continuing its le- 
gal battle against the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District's O'Hare Water 
Reclamation Plant. 


The city has been fighting the MSD 


in court since 1966, contending that 
the emission standards used in design- 
ing the sewage treatment plant are 
inadequate to ensure the safety of 
nearby residents. 


The city has spent more than 


$28,000 in opposing the plant, which is 
under construction at the southeast 
corner of Oakton Street and Elmhurst 
Road. 


Behrel said because of recent court 


decisions he believes the city is fight- 
ing a losing battle and should refrain 
from further legal action. 


" E V E R Y DECISION has gone 


against us and I think it's about time 
we stopped fighting this thing," he 
said. "I think the city is wasting mon- 
ey. Besides, I think the plant is going 
to help the city." 


The city has not gained a favorable 


court ruling in the case since Septem- 
ber 1975 when a circuit court judge 
ruled that the MSD had to follow 
stringent city standards pertaining to 
sewage emissions. That ruling, how- 
ever, was overturned by the Illinois 
Supreme Court in March. 


Since then a U.S. district court 


judge has ruled that the MSD has tak- 
en adequate steps to ensure the health 
and safety of residents, and the Illi- 
nois Pollution Control Board has re- 
fused to hear the city's complaint. 


THE CITY council recently voted to 


appeal the case to the U.S. court of 
appeals. 


Although the city is continuing to 


appeal the case, city officials admit 
that construction of the plant is likely 
to go on. "Everybody just wants to 
make sure that the plant they (MSD) 
build is the best possible," said Aid. 
Alan Abrams, 8th. 


The plant will treat 72 million gal- 


lons of sewage a day and is expected 
to relieve flooding in Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect and Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, MSD officials said. 


Elk Grove officials have joined the 


MSD in opposing the Des Plaines ac- 
tion, saying the $114.8 million plant is 
needed to alleviate chronic flooding 
problems in Des Plaines.

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How dry Is it? 


The way we see it 
Fiscal report full of holes 


For the poor taxpayer who has 


been trying to figure out how 
bankrupt the state is, the report 
issued after the close of the fis- 
cal year June 30 hasn't been 
much help. 


The report indicates the state 


had $126 million left in cash at 
the end of the 
fiscal year, 


enough so the state did not suf- 
fer another cash flow crisis sim- 
ilar to the one that struck last 
winter. 


However, State Comptroller 


George Lindberg is still saying 
the state ended the year with a 
"deficit" because the state spent 
more money than it took in and 
depleted the cash reserve which 
had been left over from the end 
of the last fiscal year. 


All this does not provide much 


help to the person who has been 
reading and listening to the de- 
bate over the condition of the 
state finances and has been try- 
ing to find the answer to a 
simple question — are we broke 
or aren't we? 


The phantom lurking behind 


that question is the possibility of 
a state tax increase, and if one 
is coming, how soon? 


Instead of providing clear an- 


swers to these questions, state 
officials have been playing with 
semantics in analyzing the state 
budget. Gov. Daniel Walker can 
point to the $12 million left in 
state coffers June 30 and say the 
state is financially sound, while 
Lindberg and some legislators 


can say the financial trends in- 
dicate the state is running out of 
money. 


As we have said before, what 


is needed in this whole debate is 
for the state's leaders to get to- 
gether to provide the people with 
a definitive statement of the 
state's affairs. 


The state already has failed to 


fully fund the state school aid 
f o r m u l a 
during the past 


year, and other proposals have 
been made by Walker for cutting 
programs next year.It seems 
likely that state officials soon 
will be talking about the possi- 
bility of a tax increase. 


Until the public gets straight 


answers about what all the num- 
bers involved in the state budget 


Any signs of life? 


mean, however, truly rational 
debate on that issue will be im- 
possible.

Special interest 
donations listed 


WASHINGTON (NEA) — In 1974 according to Common Cause, 


Congressional incumbents outraised their majroity party challen- 
gers, almost two to one in contributions above the $1,000 level. 


IE big donors in the 1974 contests for the Senate and House were 


typical — that is, if they form a fair basis for judgment in the 1976 
race — a pattern develops which is interesting indeed. 


The following analysis, developed from raw data furnished by 


Common Cause, includes donations from major special-interest 
groups and donations of $500 or more from individuals, where 
their interests can be ascertained. 


When special interest political committees alone are considered, 


labor unions dominate the giving, with $6.3 million out of the $88.2 
million total spent by candidates in 1974. 


Business special-interest groups came in a poor second with $2.5 


million. 


But when individual donations of $500 or more are included, the 


pattern shifts. General business groups and individuals put up a 
total of $6.2 million. A lumping of general business, manufacturing, 
financial and transportation groups and individuals brings the busi- 
ness over-all total to $13.6 million. There is no data available on 
how much individual union members gave outside their political 
organizations. Contrary to conventional belief, there are union 
members who as individuals make major donations. 


Most intriguing, however, is the giving by a variety of special- 


interest groups, and individuals, included, for the most part, in the 
above totals. 


Leaving union donations aside, this giving is dominated by four 


occupations which together put up almost $11 million. 


Attorneys gave $2.7 million. 
Groups and individuals in banking, investments, insurance and 


the like gave $2.7 million. 


Individuals and groups in construction and real estate gave $2.9 


million. 


Doctors, dentists and other medical professionals individually and 


through medical and dental associations and other medical groups, 
gave $2.6 million. 


The major union givers were AFL-CIO COPE organizations, the 


UAW, the Maritime Unions, the Machinists, the National Education 
Associations, the Steel Workers and the Retail Clerks. 


There were a number of secondary categories 
Oil, gas and other natural resource groups and individuals gave 


in the neighborhood of $2 million. 


Individuals and groups in manufacturing gave $1.9 million. 
In total, Common Cause estimates that in the 1974 Senate and 


House races, special-interest groups and individuals who donated 
$500 or more gave 40 per cent of the $88.2 million spent. Twenty- 
four individuals each gave $25,000 or more. 


According to Common Cause data, the following senators and 


representatives received more than half their campaign money 
from special-interests groups and donors of $500 or more (only 
major recipients of special interest and big donor gifts are includ- 
ed): 


Senators Richard Sonte (D-Fla.), 62 per cent; Birch Bayh (D- 


Ind ), 58 per cent; Abraham Ribicoff (D-Conn.) 56 per cent; John 
Glenn (D-Ohio), 54 per cent. Sen. Jacob Javits (R-N.Y.) received 
two-thirds of his campaign money from donors of $500 and more. 


Rep. John Murtha(D-Pa.; received 61 per cent of his campaign 


funds from special-interest groups; Rep. Bob Trexler (D-Mich.), 56 
per cent. Rep. Lawrence McDonald (D-Ga.) received 59 per cent of 
his contributions from individuals who gave $500 or more. 


It will be noted that this list includes some of the men on Capitol 


Hill who regularly attack in pious tones, the evils of special inter- 
ests — the evils of all special interests, thit is, except those which 
back them personally, of course.

around the Manhattan area said the 
c o n g e s t i o n , confusion and chaos 
seemed more than normal. 


THERE WERE few great digni- 


taries in the area for the crowds to 
push towards. Many of. the VIPs who 
gathered a^ the Statler Hilton Hotel, 
the convention headquarters, opted to 
slip in side entrances in order to avoid 
the crush. 


Some powerful, but less recogniz- 


able men such as U.S. Rep. Al Ull- 
man, D-Oregon, were able to mean- 
der into the hotel with little trouble. 
Ullman, chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, is a man who 
controls the creation of new federal 
tax legislation and is considered one 
of the most powerful men in Con- 
gress. 


The large crowds paid attention to 


all manners of activities. They even 
watched attentively as two men per- 
ched atop a nearby skyscraper. Some

gasped in horror expecting the pair 
bent on committing suicide but the 
glamor attention of the moment faded 
rapidly when it became apparent they 
were merely workers.

Six remain in VP derby; 
Stevenson still in running 


Illinois S«n. Adlai Stevenson, meets the press with Jimmy Carter.

NEW YORK — The number of can- 


didates for the Democratic vice presi- 
dential nomination dipped to six Mon- 
day but still included is U.S. Sen. Ad- 
lai Stevenson, D-lll., who met Monday 
afternoon privately with Jimmy Car- 
ter. 


The original field of seven vice 


presidential candidates for Carter di- 
minished when U.S. Rep. Peter Ro- 
dino, D-N.J.. asked to be eliminated 
because of a chronic eye ailment. 


Rodino's sudden withdrawal, an- 


nounced by Carter and explained later 
by the veteran New Jersey congress- 
man, came as Carter completed his 
tantalizing series of running mate in- 
terviews and sharpened the only ma- 
jor suspense note of the Democratic 
Convention: Who will be No. 2? 


CARTER CASUALLY denied re- 


ports that he had considered Stevenson 
as a potential vice presidential candi- 
date merely as a courtesy to Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. 


Stevenson was the last potential 


candidate to be interviewed. Carter 
already has met with U.S. senators 
Edmund 
Muskie (Maine), 
Walter 


M on d a l e (Minn.), Frank Church 


(Idaho), John Glenn (Ohio) and Hen- 
ry Jackson (Washington). 


Stevenson said Sunday he would not 


be interested in the job if it were to be 
strictly ceremonial, but he apparently 
received assurances from the former 
Georgia governor that there would be 
some substantive responsibilities. 


"I told Gov. Carter that I expected 


him to be elected president and that 
he had the greatest opportunity since 
Franklin Roosevelt to unite and lead 
the country. I told him I am willing to 
serve him in any capacity including 
running as the vice president," Ste- 
venson said. 


Carter said he has not narrowed the 


field of six down to one person. Jody 
Powell, Carter's press secretary, said 
he expects Carter to announce his de- 
cision on his running mate Thursday 
morning. Carter is expected to be 
nominated by the convention Wednes- 
day night. 


The question of Stevenson's general 


inability to ignite enthusiasm on the 
campaign trail was raised several 
times during the press conference 
that followed the 90-minute meeting 
between the two men at the Ameri- 
cana Hotel. Carter said after the 
meeting that his running mate must 


have a personality compatible with 
his. He quipped that Stevenson's al- 
leged dullness was compatible and not 
a contrasting feature. 


CARTER ALSO jokingly indicated 


that he might assign a number of con- 
troversial topics to his vice president 
if he is elected. Carter has met with a 
number of groups including anti-abor- 
tionists, members of the gay liber- 
ation movement and the women's 
caucus in recent days. In several in- 
stances, Carter has taken positions 
opposed by the groups. 


Carter said that a poll taken in June 


by his staff showed that Stevenson 
would not seriously hurt his chances 
to win the November election if he 
were his running mate. However, Car- 
ter noted thai only two of the 15 can- 
didates paired with him in the poll 
brought any gains. He also admitted 
that the poll at this time is practically 
meaningless. 


Carter also discounted reports that 


Daley personally was trying to pres- 
sure him into selecting Stevenson. 


"Daley has never suggested this to 


me personally in our conversations. I 
have read his statements and know he 
supports Sen. Stevenson, but he has 
never tried to influence me," he said.

But there are others, like me, who 


panic at the thought of a haircut and 


all that goes with it. All we can envis- 
ion are gum-chewing operators with 
ghastly hairdos, the ever-present "you 
know, you really need a conditioner 
on that hair," and those scissors that 
leave you crying "but I didn't want it 
that short! 


According to the experts, there's no 


sure-fire way to avoid the gum-crack- 
ers and walk out with that perfect

SHORT HAIR has always been my favorite, but 
wantod a style that didn't require daily curling 
Scissors Palace told me to trust them .. . 
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wedge. Unless you can collar someone 
whose coiffure you admire and aslc 
her where (and by whom) she had it 
cut, there's no way to guarantee a 
great trim beforehand 


NEVERTHELESS, I decided to give 


it a try. Armed with recommenda- 
tions from a local beauty school, in- 
teresting prospects from the yellow 
pages, and six shaggy haired volun- 
teers, I set out to determine what's in, 
what's out, and, hopefully, how to get 
a good "in " 


I limited my survey to shops that 


specialize in "precision" haircuts — 
those soft, easy-care styles that don't 
require rollers and weekly visits to 
the beauty parlor. Of necessity, not 
all shops were sampled. But I do 
know now that the wedge is the latest 
rage, backcombing went out with min- 
iskirts and those severe razor cuts are 
only a bad dream. 


According to Doris Sandor, a part- 


ner in the Arlington School of Beauty 
Culture, precision haircuts are as pop- 
ular nowadays as "Mary Hartman, 
Mary Hartman." The bouncy, flowing 
cut means the kiss of death for pin- 
curls and rollers, but in cutting, "it 
does require a more skilled use of the 
scissors,' she said Walking out with 
the Dorothy Hamill look can cost you 
anywhere from $5 to $30 in the North- 
west suburbs with most of the shops 
surveyed ranging from $10 to $15. 


While the appeal of a sleek new 


. . . AND THE results turned out 
better than I'd anticipated. Be- 
sides, it's a breeze to care for. 


coiffure may be great, "you have to 
be a little careful these days," Sandor 
said. "Many shops will give you a so- 
phisticated, right-now cut, but if you 
don't fit that image, you're out of 
luck. Some operators won't even take 
a wash and set anymore." 


Fewer customers today seem to 


want to put up with weekly visits, 
backcombing and brush rollers. Ac- 
cording to Leo Jacoel at D'or West in 
Des Plaines, "some people still like 
the luxury of a beauty parlor visit, 
but it's phasing out I don't enjoy set- 
ting and teasing hair because with a 
great cut, it's just not necessary." 


SEVEAL OF the shops we sur- 


veyed did advertise as "full service" 
salons, but all agreed that most of 
their business was aimed at young, 
no-fuss clientele. 


"We just don't get many older 


people in the shop, because it's not 
oriented that way," said Ozzie Senate, 
owner of Buffalo Grove's Scissors 
Palace. "We're deifnitely geared to 
young marrieds and career women." 


So, you're a young career woman 


(or want to look like one) and you 
need a haircut; is there a way con- 
fidently to transform those shaggy 
locks into a classy mushroom or ber- 
et? Unfortunately, you just can't ex- 
pect a miracle in a half hour, ex- 
plained Sandor. 


"It's very difficult to analyze a 


woman and her lifestyle the first time 
she walks in the shop," she said. 
"You can pay $100 for a consultation 
alone at Bon wit Teller downtown, but 
obviously you can't get that kind of 
attention in the average salon. It 
takes a few trips to really know a cus- 
tomer." 


DESPITE SUCH limitations the 


shop owners said they make an effort 
to chat with a first-time customer be- 
fore the hair-cut and offer suggestions 
bas^d on her lifestyle, facial structure 
and general appearance, at D'or 
West, Jacoel said he spends five to 15 
minutes before the haircut chatting 
with the woman, and shows his cus- 
tomers pictures from magazines and 
his own files to help determine the 
right style. 


"A lot of women are afraid to go 


into a beauty parlor because many 
operators work from two or three bas- 
ic styles, Jacoel said "I don't have a 
preconceived idea of the haircut when

many white flaws which look like 
cracks, feathers or pinpoints and are 
actually bubbles." 


But "flawless" is a fairly mean- 


ingless term in everyday life, since 
many flaws are distinguishable only 
under magnification. "There's nothing 
wrong with a diamond that has a tiny 
flaw that no one can see." 


Color comes next, and "a pure 


white stone is worth most, but there 
are 'fancies' — sapphire blue, pink 
and lemony or canary diamonds that 
can be worth a great deal because of 
their rarity, and if the color is good." 


RICH COLOR, minimal flaws — 


they mean little, if the stone doesn't 
sparkle. "A diamond is a manufac- 
tured product," Blauner says, "The 


rough stone is cut and polished and 
there are certain proportions neces- 
sary to give it ita maximum bril- 


• liance. The closest you are to that, the 
more brilliant it is. If it's made care- 
lessly, or if the cutter doesn't propor- 
tion it properly, it loses its brilliance 
and is worth less." 


Somewhere along the line, it was 


decided that many diamonds achieve 
maximum brilliance if 58 facets, or 
planes, are cut into their surface. The 


more precisely the facets are angled 
to each other, the more costly the 
gem. While pondering this, the cutter 
is also deciding what shape best suits 
the particular stone. 


The final decision, of course, rests 


with the customer who may prefer a 
round stone, called a brilliant, to any 
other. 


IN 
FACT, Blauner says, the 


brilliant is the most popular' shape, 
and Cartier's agrees. Michele Orsini, 
advertising manager for the estab- 
lishment, says, "A single, round dia- 
mond is the most popular, but more 
and more people are asking for an 
emerald shape or another color stone 
with two small diamonds on each 
side." 


In a 1976 national poll of 300 jew- 


e 1 e r s , Jewelers' Circular-Keystone 
discovered that the shapes preferred 
after the brilliant are the marquise, 
which has a point on both ends, the 
pear shape, oval, and, finally, the em- 
erald or rectangular shape. 


Still and all, Robert Blauner says, 


"People don't know what they're buy- 
ing in a diamond, any more than they 
know what they're buying in a car. If 
you have a Tiffany pocketbook, shop 
there because the prestige stores 
don't just want your money, they 
want to satisfy you. 


"GETTING 
YOUR diamond ap- 


praised isn't much help because there 
are more appraisers who won't give 
you a fair appraisal than there are 
those who will. 


"Department stores are very good, 


though sometimes their selection is 
limited. But I'd say most reputable 
jewelers, considering the diamond is 
an absolutely blind item for most 
people, will be more fair to the cus- 
tomer by and large than merchandi- 
sers who sell things that people de- 
lude themselves into thinking they 
know something about."

Cholesterol absent 
from all plant foods 


Dear Dr. Lamb — In your column you say, "There Is no choles- 


terol In foods of plant origin." I have read and been under the 
ImpreMion that coconut wax very high In cholesterol. My husband 
avoids eating It for this reason. Would you care to comment on this. 
We want to be sure we arc doing the right thing. 


Dear Reader — That question keeps coming up and it is impor- 


tant that people understand why coconut oil can be hazardous to 
their health. Coconut oil docs not contain one smidgen of cholester- 
ol. No plant or pure plant product contains a molecule of cholester- 
ol. Cholesterol is an animal product. It is found in dairy products, 
egg yolks, meat, poultry and fish. 


The problem with coconut oil is that more than 80 per cent of its 


fat content is saturated fat. Fat and cholesterol are not the same 
thing. The saturated fat in coconuts stimulates the body to form 
excess amounts of cholesterol and fatty particles in the blood 
stream. For this reason if a person is prone to having excess 
amounts of fatty-cholesterol particles in the blood, coconut oil and 
all other sources of saturated fat should be sharply limited. The 
Inter-Society Commission for Heart Disease Resources recom- 
mended on the basis of the opinion of a group of national author- 
ities that the daily saturated fat intake should be less than 10 per 
cent of the total calorie intake. 


You and many others may be getting lots of coconut oil in your 


diet and not know it. Why? Because many food products are made 
with coconut oil and the label on the food package will say only 
vegetable oil. What can you do about this? Simply refuse to buy 
any product that does not say what the vegetable oil is in specific 
terms. 


It was against the law under the provisions of the Food and Drug 


Administration (FDA) to list the amounts of the different types of 
fats on food labels until about 1972. I know of no other action by the 
Food and Drug Administration that I have found more repugnant 
than that sorry bit of history. Fortunately there has been a major 
change at the FDA since those black days and a more enlightened 
crew seems to be in command. Note the FDA action was not 
against false claims but against John Q. Public's right to know 
how much saturated fat was in the food products he was buying. 


Remember that "vegetable fat" can be anything from corn oil to 


coconut oil. Most of the powdered nondairy creamers are made 
with coconut oil and contain more saturated fat than does natural 
cream. The coconut oil will show up in cake mixes, baked goods 
and any variety of commonly used food products, all sailing under 
the colors of "vegetable fat." The upshot is the buyer who thinks he 
or she is doing something good for his health by using a product 
that contains vegetable fat may have just been had, thanks to our 
marketing system. The old rule, let the buyer beware, still applies 
and especially at the grocery store.

DISE? 


The bird of paradise truly has his 


description built into his name. There 
was a time when many believed this 
beautiful bird with his dazzling finery 
miu>t be on loan to us from the heav- 
enly realm of paradii*. Although we 
know be is a native of this world, we 
still call him the bird of paradise. 


If you had to choose the most beau* 


tif»1 bird in the world, chances are 
the proud peacock, with his incredible 
toothers of iridescent blue and green, 
could place close to the top. Or per- 
haps you would select a tiny, jewel- 
toned hummingbird decked in shim- 
mering shades of emerald green. 
Maybe the diminutive pygmy king- 
fisher or the golden pheasant would 
be among the feathered finalists. At 
;my rote, if you neglected to consider 
the bird of paradise, you would miss a 
good thing, for he could win an award 
in a number of categories. 


In the turd world it is most often the 


males who wear the feathered finery, 
Such is the case with the bird of para- 
dise. The female is clothed in drab

colors and somewhat resembles her 
cousin the crow. The male, however, 
is spectacularly garbed. His back is 
reddish-brown and his head is a beau- 
tiful lemon yellow. His throat is met- 
allic green, and his wings and tail are 
a vivid maroon. A great plume of 
feathers, growing from his sides and 
back, is a most dazzling yellow-or- 
ange, shading into white and ending 
with wine-red at the tips. 


THE sr. BIRD of paradise species 


are at home in the jungles of New 
Guinea and neighoring islands. Four 
species live among the forested slopes 
of northeastern Australia. They feed 
on fruit, berries, seeds and insects 
taken from a wide variety of places 
within the forest. Some birds of para- 
dise are equipped to dig in rotting 
wood. Others probe the wet mosses of 
the higher elevation forest* for In- 
sects, and still others live on insects 
found amid the flowering trees of the 
forest canopy. 
, 


During mating and-nest ing time the 


. male bird of paradise is very busy 
showing off his finery. The females 
are attracted to them for a short 
time, but onJy long enough to mate. 
The femnlefc then build the nest and 
raise the young by themselves. The 
nests are rather loosely constructed, 


bulky affairs that may be built as 
high as 90 feet above the forst floor. 


The European world knew little of 


these lovely birds until Magellan's 
ships brought back a gift of their plu- 
mage to the king of Spain in 1522. 
Soon hundreds, then thousands of 
their skins were being exported from 
the East Indies to decorate ladies' 
hats. At one'time the price of the tall 
feathers soared to $280 a pair. Fortu- 
nately, 'the birds, and their fabulous 
feathers, are now protected by laws.

Skylab was America's first manned 


orbiting 
laboratory, 
and it was 


launched from Florida on May 14, 
1973. 
During the next nine months, 


three crews of three astronauts each 
shuttled to the lab in Apollo space- 
ships. The first crew was there 28 
days, the second 59, and the final 
team remained 84 days Silently cir- 
cling 270 miles above earth, Skylab pro 
vided a place where information could 
be gathered about the sun, the stars, 
the earth's upper atmosphere and mag 
netic field. With no upper atmosphere 
at this height, telescopes could reveal 
much more than those on earth.

When the final team said goodby to 


Skylab on Feb 8, 1574, the 100-ton lab 
had orbited earth 2,476 times — 70 
million miles. The enormous amount 
of research the crews accomplished 
was truly remarkable. For example, 
the more than 160,000 images of the 
sun gave scientists whole new theories 
about this life-giving star. Now, her 
fantastic mission accomplished, Sky- 
lab will orbit the earth until she loses 
momentum and plunges back into the 
earth's atmosphere. This will prob- 
ably occur within five years or so.

Ravin la's Beethoven night 
lives up to expectations 


by DAVE IBATA 


Director James Levine, the Chicago 


Symphony Orchestra and Chorus and 
a Beethoven program that included 
the Symphony No. 9 turned into an 
irresistable combination at Ravinia 
Festival Saturday night. 


The 3,500-seat pavilion sold out 


weeks ahead of the performance, and 
a total of 12,650 persons packed the 
park to hear Beethoven's Romance 
for Violin and Orchestra in F Major; 
the Choral Fantasia for Piano Solo, 
Chorus and Orchestra; and the Sym- 
phony No. 9 in D Minor. 


Musicians doffed their jackets in the 


withering, 90-degree heat. Levine, a 
paragon 
of informality, conducted 


while wearing his black polo shirt 
over white trousers. 


HE OPENED the program with the 


short, one-movement romance, featur- 
ing soloist Samuel Magad, co-con- 
certmaster of the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra. Magad played crisply, and 
balanced well with the ensemble; 
however, the work — a contrast of 
contemplative and rhymically agi- 
tated themes — suffered a bit in the 
latter sections when the soloist enthu- 
siastically ran ahead of the orchestra 
like a fox eluding hounds. 


The choral-piano fantasia featured 


international artist Rudolf Firkusny 
as solo pianist. 


Piano, voices and ensemble blended 


well under Levine's direction and Fir- 
kusny's technically precise playing. 
The piece, an extended theme and 
variations, ends in a choral finale the- 
matically similar to the fourth, choral 
movement of the Ninth Symphony. 
The Ravinia rendition featured or- 
chestra chorus members Jann Jaffe 
and Janet Miller, sopranos; Ellen 
Stanley, alto; Eric Johnson and Cory 
Winter, tenors; and Wayland Rogers, 
bass.

the choralists reflects that of this 
summer's Chicago Symphony Orches- 
tra Chorus — a young group that 
prompts one to conclude many of the 
160 singers were recruited by chorus 
director Margaret Hillis from among 
the best offerings at Chicago area mu- 
sic colleges. 


The six choralists sang well in the 


fantasia's finale, though their young 
voices acoustically were at a dis- 
advantage because of where they 
stood —on risers behind the orches- 
tra at the rear of the stage. 


The orchestra and chorus were well 


prepared for the Ninth Symphony. 


They last performed it March 26 at 
Orchestra Hall. Outstanding in the 
choral finale were Johanna Meier, 
soprano, 
Beverly 
Wolff, 
mezzoso- 


prano; Seth McCoy, tenor; and James 
Morns, bass. 


THE NINTH is a grandiose, "dormer 


und blitzen" work, and altogether the 
much-lauded orchtstra brass section 
played — or rather, roared mag- 
nificently throughout 


One might be mtpicky and point out 


the few imperfections of the perform- 
ance — for example, a little too much 
timpani in the second movement that 
acted more like twin krakotoas than 
e x c l a m a t i o n points within the 
scherzo; or the slightly off-key brass 
player who, in a solo passage leading 
into the andante maestoso of the 
fourth movement, gave the symphony 
an interesting twist. 


But overall, inflated Ravinia ticket 


prices notwithstanding, the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra gave the au- 
dience its money's worth in an ex- 
cellent performance of the Ninth.

Randy Jones of San Diego, the major league's top winner with 16, 


will start for the National League against rookie sensation Mark 
Fidrych of Detroit, but Montefusco intimated to NL manager Spar- 
ky Anderson that if he got into the game it would practically guar- 
antee victory for the NL. 


Speaking at a morning news conference, Montefusco looked 


directly at Minnesota's Rod Carew, a five-time AL batting cham- 
pion, end Kansas City's George Brett, the AL's current batting 
leader, and told them to beware of "The Count." 


"Wait until tomorrow night and you'll see why I'm the best pitch- 


er in the National League," Montefusco boasted. "These guys think 
they're good hitters, but we'll see tomorrow." 


"The National League will win There's no doubt about it," said 


Montefusco. "We're a stronger loop, I was a Yankee fan for 15 
years and I used to think the American League was better, but 


when I got into the National League I saw that we had better play- 
ers. I think the teams in each league are equal but there are more 
individual stars in the National League." 


Both Anderson and AL manager Darrell Johnson announced their 


starting lineups for Tuesday night's contest at Veterans Stadium. 


Anderson said that one of the stars from his own world champion 


Cincinnati Reds, third baseman Pete Rose, would lead off. Rose 
will be followed in order by first baseman Steve Garvcy of Los 
Angeles, second baseman Joe Morgan of Cincinnati, center fielder 
George Foster of Cincinnati, left fielder Greg Luzinski of Phila- 
delphia, catcher Johnny Bench of Cincinnati, right fielder Dave 
Kingman of New York, shortstop Dave Concepcion of Cincinnati 
and Jones. 


Ron LeFlore of Detroit, who will play left field, has earned the 


honor of leading off for the American League, and he will be follow- 
ed by first baseman Rod Carew of Minnesota, third baseman 
George Brett of Kansas City, catcher Thurman Munson of New 
York, center fielder Fred Lynn of Boston, shortstop Toby Harrah of 
Texas, right fielder Rusty Staub of Detroit, second baseman Bobby 
Grich of Baltimore and Fidrych.

Promises of Olympic Games differ 
from past

But its achievement, today, is far 


less The Olympic games are ailing. 
The symptoms are caused by a dis- 
ease of shallowness. A disease that 
has forced athletes to dilute their 
commitment — to the Games and to 
themselves 


Only with a reversal of these trends 


can the Olympic (lames bo saved. 


A personal iichirvcmenl Is impor- 


tant to the Olympic athletes. When 
>ou think of II. though, achievement is 
<|iillt- ii subjective trnn. Hack In the 
anrirnl (Irrrce where the standard of 
living varied little among the city- 
states, the conditions of Individual 
achievement might have been quite 
equitable. Today they arc not. 


Thousands of athletes arrive at the 


Games from the broadest differences 
of backgrounds Some emerge from 
rugged circumstances with limited 
training opportunity and barely ade- 
quate ftxxl 
Others are brought in 


from a life of comfort, ultimate tram- 
ing conditions ami scientifically de- 
signed nutritional upkeep. 


When a runner ignites the huge 


Montreal stadium torch Saturday, 
the XXIst Olympic Games will be- 
gin 
amidst 
International 
con- 


troversy and tension. 


Olga Connolly won her golf 


medal in the 1956 Games, in Mel- 
bourne, as a Czechoslovak citizen. 
She met ami married an Ameri- 
can Olympian there and has since 
participated in four Games. 


This year Connolly is not a par- 


ticipant. 
But drawing on her 


memories of Melbourne, Rome, 
Tokyo, Mexico City and Munich, 
she begins a fascinating four-part 
scries today. 


Events such as swimming or gym- 


nastics are still a luxury to most. In 
track and field, excellence in running 
events requiring no equipment is with- 
in the reach of more athletes than is 
excellence in the field events. There 
are athletes who have no access to a 
high-jump landing pit. And there are 
athletes who would not take a chance 


on landing in a high-jump pit which 
would be short of the very best. 


The Olympic standard is supposed 


to be the equalizer. It is a harsh in- 
vitation for all, designed to keep the 
competition 
accessible to only a 


fistful. 


For those who practice in less-fa- 


vorable conditions, the Olympic stan- 
dard is likely to be a personal best. 


For those who practice in favored 


conditions, the Olympic standard is 
likely to be a better average. And so, 
for the sake of fairness, the television 
viewer watching the montage from 
Montreal should keep in mind that af- 
ter the featured winners come others 
who, too, have reached the present 
highest athletic standards in the 
world. 


Everyone who has crossed the thre- 


shold of the Olympic Games is the 
best athlete somewhere; the athlete 
who came in last might have been the 
first had he had a better training op- 
portunity. The Olympics measure mo- 
mentary ability rather than the ulti- 
mate potential. 


In other words, there is too much

achiever, and the winner a lucky man 
or woman. 


On a very few occasions athletes 


may experience a breakthrough in 
consciousness which elevates them to 
a state of such complete harmony, 
that they cannot be beaten. I encoun- 
tered that amazing experience in Mel- 
bourne, in 1956. 


Eighteen months before the XVIth 


Olympics in Melbourne I could hardly 
call myself a track and field com- 
petitor. Freshly resigned from team 
handball and basketball, in both of 
which I represented Czechoslovakia 
internationally, and too busy with 
medical studies to remain tied to the 
time-regimen of a team sport, I was 
looking for something I could do indi- 
vidually. To find the right sport was 
not easy 


Sports, like any other form of art, 


have to be tailored to something with- 
in a person. It took some searching 
before I discovered that discus throw- 
ing suited me. The training was in- 
comparably more difficult than any- 
thing I ever had to go through in team 
sports workouts; but it was a bigger 
challenge. 


There was a thrill in the discovery 


that I could not rely on anyone else's 
strength but my own; anyone else's 
endurance but my own; anyone else's 
speed but my onw; anyone else's 
coordination but my own. The anijer 
of defeat was my one; the elation of 
victory was my own; and so the whole 
process of growth was my own. 


On the first day of'the Olympic 


competition — as I stepped into the 
discus ring for my next-to-last try in 
the finals of the women's discus throw 
— the vivid grass, the officials, the 
other competitor*, the spectators, the 
whole structure of the 
Melbourne 


cricket grounds, and the sky fell into 
a darkness. All by myself, in the 
strangely hushed Universe, I began 
my turn. 


I disintegrated 
into a 
motion, 


changed into a flash of light, with- 
drew back into the ring, and walked 
out with a feeling of having given out 
all my energy. The grass, the offi- 
cials, the stadium, and the sky were 
back in their places. Among the ova- 
tions of the spectators and the con- 
gratulations from other athletes, the 
Scoreboard spelled out the distance 
that would be the winning throw.

Games, some members of the team 
from Taiwan Monday became tourists 
and spoke harshly of political med- 
dling in sports 


The Canadian government of Prime 


Minister Pierre Trudeau planned the 
scenario for Taiwan's ouster by wait- 
ing until "the last moment to pull the 
trigger" when it was too late for the 
IOC to cancel the Games, said C. K. 
Yang, a China team coach and de- 
cathlon silver medalist in the 1969 
Rome Games. 


Yang, a UCLA graduate who, at 42 


is now a U.S citizen operating an ex- 
port-import business in Los Angeles, 
wore casual clothes and had a camera 
slung around his neck as he stood by 
teammate Chi Cheng, former 100-me- 
ter world record holder. 


"I leel sort of tost." said Chi, who 


was more composed than the kad 
been Sunday night when the IOC «n- 
nouncement brought her to the verge 
of tears. "All we can do Is sit and 
wait." 


She said that even if the rest of the 


nine China team members — com- 


prising two officials, two members of 
the yachting team in Kingston, Ont. 
and four still billeted at the Olympic 
Village — go home she might stay 
with her husband who flew from 
Taipei to watch the games.

cheer compromise 


PHILADELPHIA — A compromise agreement on the hotly-dis- 


puted reserve clause has resolved a conflict that had threatened to 
rain chaos on major league baseball. 


Under the agreement reached between player representatives 


and owners, players would bind themselves to their teams* for six 
years, plus a one-year option. That clause removed the biggest 
obstacle which had stalemated negotiations since the players' con- 
tract expired last Dec. 31. 


In exchange for their compromise on the reserve clause, the 


players would win a sustantial increase in their pension funds and 
a higher minimum salary. 


"I'm very happy over the settlement." Marvin Miller, executive 


director of the Players Association, said in announcing ratification 
Monday. "Anytime a just and equitable settlement can be reached, 
I think it's a good thing." 


"The men on the negotiating teams have worked very hard over 


the last several months and very intensely the last several weeks," 
s;iid Baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn. "I think this agreement 
i.s ;i constructive development for baseball;" 


Neither Kuhn nor Miller would release details pending ratifica- 


tion but UPI has learned that the four-year pact calls for an In- 
crease in the pension fund from $6.85 million to $fl.3 million. The 
agreement also would increase the minimum salary from $17,000 to 
$li!,CM)0 (he first year of the pact. The minimums go up a thousand 
dollars for each of the next three years. 


It nlso would allow anyone who has signed a contract for the 1976 


season the option of not signing a contract next year. Those who 
sign contracts for next season, however, would be bound to their 
clubs until 19H2 plus an option year. Any player would have the 
right to play out his option and become a free agent.

'Big Mama' Carner 


wins U.S. Open; 
eyes men's Open 


SPRINGFIELD, PA. (UPI) - JoAnne Carner still is thinking 


about trying to challenge the men in their U.S. Open golf champion- 
ship next year — even though she has a better idea now exactly 
how tough the women's own Open can be. 


Garner survived a dramatic stretch battle Monday to beat Sandra 


Palmer by two strokes in an 18-hole playoff and win her second 
Women's Open title, then admitted "this course brought me to my 
knees." 


"I don't know how you feel," said Carner, the strongest woman 


player in the game, "but I lost 12 pounds." 


A month ago, Carner learned for the first time that the men's 


Open is in fact open to anybody, including women, and since then 
she has been talking about how much fun it might be to try her 
long-hitting gume against the men on Open qualifying courses that 
stretch to 7,<xx) yards 


This one, Rolling Greens Golf Club, measured only 6,066 yards for 


the women, but they all felt it played several hundred yards longer 
because there was no roll on the rain-softened fairways, and vir- 
tually every approach shot was uphill to an elevated green. 


"I know what I'd like to see," said Carner. "Let's get the men's 


Open here and sec what they would do." 


An eight-foot birdie putt on the 17th green was the key shot for 


Garner's victory, coming after she had blown a four-atroke lead in 
the preceding three holes. 


"JoAnne Canwr Is tough," Palmer said. "That's why we call her 


'Big Mama.' I felt like I hid my chance and I turned It around and 
gave It back to her." 


The winning putt climaxed an Incredible, four-hole swing and 


enabled Carner to shoot a five-over-par 76 that was good enough for 
her fourth victory of the year. Carner, the longest hitter in women's 
golf, was four strokes ahead after 13 holes, largely as a result of 
three three-putt greens by Palmer, the defending champion. 


But by the time they reached the 17th, Palmer, a tough little 


Texan who makes up in guts and determination what she lacks in 
M/C. had forged a one-stroke advantage and her stronger opponent 
was nervously chain-smoking cigarettes. 


It looked as if the 35-year-old Palmer was going to defend her 


title when she hit a perfect drive on the 438-yard-par-5 17th and 
Carner drove it into the gallery on the right. But Palmer pulled her 
second shot into a fairway bunker, barely got it out, angrily slash- 
ing her clubs into the sand as she walked out of the bunker, got on 
in four, and made a bogey. 


Carnrr put her second shot SO yards short of the green, wedged to 


right fed and madr the putt. As the ball dropped In, Carner 
dropped to her knees, dropped her puller, clasped her bands, three 
tlmi'S ami held them over her head. 


Palmer topped her drive on the 18th toe and bogeyed the final 


hole. too. for a 78 that mode the final margin two strokes. 


Victory was worth $9,054 to the 37-year-old Carner, raising her 


total for the year to $64,945.

Swisher trade uvas no giveaway 


The Chicago Cubs, who have a long 


history of bad baseball trades, giving 
away eventual stars for has-beens, fi- 
nally have one successful move to cite 
to the critics, the December, 1973, 
deal which brought catcher Steve Swi- 
sher from the Chicago White Sox. 


In this one the Cubs gave up Ron 


Santo, nearing the end of his career, 
and in addition to Swisher obtained 
pitchers Steve Stone and Ken Frail- 
ing. The latter has been up and down 
between the Cubs and the farm sys- 
tem with a final decision on his capa- 
bility yet to be made while Stone, on 
the disabled list most of this year, 
has had mediocre success with the 
team. 


But Swisher, now 24, has become 


the No. 1 catcher for Cubs Manager 
Jito Marshall, and he was named to 
the National League All Star team. 


His development this year has been 


amazing. 


"Swisher is becoming a team lead- 


er," Marshall said. "He's an aggres- 
sive player who takes charge on the 
field and be takes charge of the pit- 
chers too. It's hard to find a more 
aggressive player in the dugout." 


Swisher, who graduated from Ohio 


University, was the White Sox' No. 1 
draft choice in 1973, but he never 
caught fire with the Sox. In fact, in 
his first two years with the Cubs, 
there was some doubt that he'd stay 
in the major leagues. 


He split both seasons between the 


Cubs and the Wichita farm lean and 
his major league batting average was 
.213 and .214 for a total of 183 games. 


This year Swisher displayed better 


capabilities in spring training and 
since the season began has done noth- 
ing but get better. He was named Na- 
tional League player of the week in 
mid May after getting 11 hits in 18 at 
bats for a .611 average, the highest 
single week average by any NL play- 
er this year, and his batting average 
has been as high as .322. Right now 
it's .269. 


"He's developed in ability as well 


as age and maturity," Marshall said. 
"The confidence and professional way 
he goes about things really has helped 
the pitching staff." 


In other words, Marshall was say- 


ing that Swisher Isn't to blame for the 
problems of pitching which have as- 
sailed the Cubs all year. 


One of the reasons Swisher has im- 


proved was the tutelage of veteran 
Randy Hundley, now on the disabled 


Steve 
Swisher 


list, but in the brief time he was 
around to help, Swisher was an apt 
pupil. Another reason was Swisher's 
own new-found confidence. 


"I didn't have the feeling that I 


needed more confidence," Swisher 
said. "But when I got in a rut, I had a 


tendency to get down on myself, and 
that made it worse. I had to develop 
confidence in myself. 


"Now I know that a player is going 


to have a bad day, and I know that 
you can come back and make up for 
it. There's never going to be a day 
when anyone can say that I didn't 
give 100 per cent. 


"I think that my hitting is better 


because I used to be too aggressive, 
especially on the first pitch. Now I'm 
willing to look at more strikes, and it 
doesn't bother me when they have two 
strikes on me. Lew Fonseca has 
helped me a lot in that. 


"He's changed my stance a little 


and I'm holding the bat a little higher, 
and I think I get a better piece of the 
bill. 


"I really play two games out there, 


one defensive and the other offensive. 
Lew has helped me on the offensive

NEW YORK (UPi) - Sen. John 


Glenn, D-Ohio, in a keynote speech to 
the Democratic national convention, 
called for a "new patriotism" in 
America, based on a new Democratic 
administration of compassion, accom- 
plishment and efficiency. 


Glenn, one of the six men under 


consideration by Jimmy Carter as the 
v i c e presidential candidate, said 
Democrats were the party of com- 
passion, and he urged them to "wear 
that compassion like a medal," con- 
tinuing efforts to solve the country's 
social ills despite charges that they 
were trying to do too much too rapid- 
ly. 


"We are meeting tonight to carry 


on the American revolution," Glenn 
said. "A revolution begun two cen- 
turies ago as brave Americans com- 
mitted themselves to a new hope — 
hope for freedom — and the hope that 
in freedom the bounty of this land 
would be plentiful for all. 


"This experiment in freedom con- 


tinues every day, and it is a revolu- 
tion we will continue to win." 


GLENN. THE FIRST American to 


orbit the Earth, placed emphasis on a 
"new equality" for all Americans. He 
said the founding fathers failed to 
commit the country to "strike the 
shackles imposed by race," and the 
Democratic party must continue its 
effort to correct that mistake. 


Glenn also defended the party from 


the charge often made by Republicans 
that the Democrats overextended so- 
cial programs and overtaxed 
the 


country's limited resources. 


"Of course, we must correct any ex- 


cesses and inefficiencies, and on a 
high priority basis," he said, "but this 
party is a great party because of its 
compassion, and we must wear that 
compassion like a medal."

NEW YORK (UPI) — Rep. Barbara 


Jordan, first black and first woman to 
keynote a Democratic National Con- 
vention, warned the nation Monday

The warning was particularly point- 


ed, coming from a person represent- 
ing two key groups seeking special as- 
surances from the Democratic Party 
in 1976 — women andtblacks.

night. 


"THIS IS ONE additional bit of evi- 


dence that the American Dream need 
not be deferred,'" she said in a 
speech she concluded with a quote 
from Lincoln. 


Her speech was directed primarily 


at the American people, not the con- 
vention delegates. She nonetheless 
noted that public officials must set an 
example in overcoming fear and de- 
veloping "one nation." 


She expressed confidence the United 


States could establish a "national 
community," and that the Democratic 
party could lead the way. 


"Many fear the future's uncertain- 


ty, are distrustful of their leaders, 
and believe that their voices are not 
heard," she said. "Many seek only to

address the convention. 


Rep. Barbara Jordan of Texas gave 


one of the two keynote speeches, 
marking the first time that a woman 
or a black has been given that honor 
by the Democratic party. 


The deep-voiced, eloquent Miss Jor- 


dan said that in the 32 conventions 
since 1832, "it would have been most 
unusual for any national political par- 
ty to have asked Barbara Jordan to 
make • keynote address — most unu- 
sual. 


"The past notwithstanding a Bar- 


bara Jordan is before you tonight. 
This Is one additional piece of evi- 
dence that the American dream need 
i not forever be deferred." 


MISS JORDAN SAID Americans 


arc a "people in search of a national 
community" and urged the delegates 
"lo heed the voice of the people and 
recognize their common sense." 


John Glenn, D-Ohio, also a keynote 


speaker and the first American to or- 
bit the Earth and a former Marine 
colonel, called for tho elections of 
leaders of vision with "pride in a new 
partrolism, a patriotism based on par- 
ticipation, a patriotism based on ac- 
complishment." 


He said it should be a patriotism 


which docs not say "My country, 
right or wrong" but rather "My coun- 
try, when right to be right, when 
wrong to be put right." 


Area delegates from the loth and 


r.th congressional districts all had 
different views of the convention. 


"It is so different from Miami in 


many different ways," said Ludlle 
Gallagher of Arlington Heights. She 
noted that one of the biggest differ- 
ences was that the party has fewer 
problems this year than in 1972. 


Probably the most significant dif- 


ference was the presence of Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley on the con- 
vention floor leading the Illinois dele- 
gation. Daley was blocked in 1972 
from playing a role in the quadrennial 
party gathering.

Daley barely was able to 
listen to the proceedings as reporters 
and party dignitaries crowded around 
him.

Charting your course 


Instead of letting the wind plot your way, try using a routing service 
to enjoy smooth sailing on the nation's highways throughout your trip

So you're going to visit Aunt Lucy 


In Hoboken and you're traveling by 
car. 


Well now, just blow the dust off the 


old road atlas, point the Tin Lizzie in 
the right direction and you're on your 
way. 


But after you've passed the same 


Howard Johnson's three times and 
your eyes are crossing from glaring 
at the road maps, you may decide it's 
time to cry for help. 


Planning an auto trip may not be as 


easy as it seems especially if the ter- 
ritory you'll be covering is unfamiliar 
to you. The key is planning ahead and 
one of the best sources available to 
automobile adventurers is a travel 
routing service. 


Routing services, which map out 


routes and sometimes give advice on 
accommodations, 
restaurants 
and 


sightseeing, are provided by motor 
clubs and by several of the major oil 
companies 


A ROUTING SERVICE can plan a 


direct or scenic route for you and give 
you valuable information on detours, 
highway construction, distances and 
tolls to help you reach your destina- 
tion .safely and on time. 


The cost of the routing service pro- 


vided by motor clubs is usually cov- 
ered in the membership dues. The 
price of membership often covers oth- 
er services that are helpful to motor- 
ists, such as emergency road and tow- 
ing service, auto theft protection, bail 
lion<l and legal defense, emergency 
check cashing service, car rental dis- 
counts, and a trip guarantee that pays 
a portion of car rental costs, and lodg- 
ing und meals if your auto is disabled 
before you reach your destination. 


Routing services provided by oil 


companies are often free for Hie ask- 
ing. In recent years some oil com- 
panies have either discontinued the 
service or operate it on a limited 
budget. However, there still are sev- 
eral sources of free advice for the 
traveler who knows where to look. 


Hand McNnlly & Co. supplies rout- 


ing information to several motor clubs 
and to Mobil and Union Oil. Other 
companies such as Exxon and Texaco 
hjvr their own routing services.

Safe auto travel requires planning 


Careful planning is an important 


part of every vacation, but when trav- 
eling by car that extra bit of pre- 
paredness could help to ensure a safe, 
trouble-free trip. 


Make sure your automobile is in 


good mechanical shape. Have your 
car tuned .up, check the brakes, adjust 
wheel alignments, balance the tires, 
inspect the radiator, change the oil 
and filter, lubricate and clean the bat- 
tery and cables, check the windshield 
wipers, fill the washer fluid container, 
and adjust the headlights. 


Each driver should carry a valid 


driver's license and be covered with 
at least the minimum amount of au- 
tomobile insurance. Don't forget the 
credit cards, traveler's checks, any 
necessary medication, and, of course, 
your clothes, camera and film. 


Carry evidence of car ownership, in- 


surance and registration, and stock 
the glove compartment with a first- 
aid kid, flashlight and batteries, and 
maps and tissues. The trunk should 
contain a fire extinguisher, spare tire, 
jack and tire changing tools, flares, 
and spare belts for the fan, generator 
and power steering. 


IN PACKING THE car, be certain 


not to overload the trunk because an 
excessive amount of weight in the 
rear may affect the steering. Don't 
overload the car-top carrier either. 
Adding weight changes the car's cen- 
ter of gravity and may cause the car 
to sway when changing lanes or 
rounding curves. 


On the day you leave, pull the plugs 


on electrical appliances at home. If

traveling to avoid congested highways 
and crowded restaurants. The Mobil 
Oil Corp. suggests that families con- 
sider having their main meal of the 
day at lunch when many restaurants 
are relatively uncrowded. Most lunch- 
eon menus are leas expensive than 
dinner and it may be better to give 
children their main meal earlier in 
the day when they are more likely to 
be at their best rather than in the eve- 
ning when they may be too tired. 


The evening meal should be a light 


one taken at either a fast-food estab- 
lishment or in a public picnic area 
just before dusk when it's cooler 
and the day's crowd already has 
gone. 


TO AVOID TRAFFIC jams, Mobil 


also suggests that travelers consider 
departing later in the day. Because 
most travelers believe they must get 
an early start, they often encounter 
their first traffic jam at breakfast and 
then again at the hotel registration 
desk. It may be better to sleep a bit 
later or take a morning swim before 
departing. To make up for the late 
morning start, drive during the dinner 
hour when most other travelers have 
stopped for the night. This plan, how- 
ever, requires confirmed hotel reser- 


vided along with books carrying the 
AAA rating of accommodations and 
restaurants.

saying. Don't drive so long that you 
become tired. Take off the sunglasses 
when they are no longer necessary. 


Wearing sun glasses at dusk or at 


night could impede the eye's ability to 
tolerate normal light. 


The National Safety Council warns 


that many auto travelers have taken 
to the country roads, producing 14 
times as many property damage acci- 
dents, eight times as many injuries 
and ninie times as many deaths as on 
controlled-access 
superhighways in 


1974. 


One of the most serious hazards of 


country driving is reduced sight dis- 
tance due to curving or hilly roads, 
trees or roadside outcroppings of 
rock. Tractors and other slow moving 
farm vehicles also can be hazards if 
they are not anticipated. Accidents at 
unmarked railroad grade crossings 
can be avoided by slowing down as 
soon as the warning signs are seen. 
Drivers also should roll down a win- 
dow and listen for trains.

THE MAYOR SAID the city is con- 


sidering offering some of its services 
to parts of the unincorporated area 
because of complaints that police and 
other county services are inadequate. 


U. S. Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, 


recently appointed a task force to 
study the problems facing residents of 
the unincorporated area of the town- 
ship. The area is bounded on the east 
by Washington Street, on the south by 
Dempster Street, on the north by Cen- 
tral Ri)ad and on the west by the Tri- 
State Tollway.

Education Organization has offered to 
take over the management of Nipper 
School in DCS Plaines. 


The special education board has ap- 


proved a proposal to assume the oper- 
ation of Nipper, which serves children 
from Maryville Academy, a home for 
wards of the state. The school, not 
Gregory St., is now run by River 
Trails Dint. 26. 


The Dist. 26 Board of Education 


must decide if it will turn over Nip- 
per's management to the special edu- 
cation cooperative. The board is ex- 


pected to act on the matter at its July 
20 meeting. 


Nipper was declared a special edu- 


cation facility by the state last fall 
because its students have social and 
emotional adjustment problems ac- 
cording to Dist. 26 officials. 


AFTER THE SCHOOL received the 


new 
classification, Dist. 26 ap- 


proached the Northwest suburban co- 
operative and the Maine Township 
Special Education Program about 
taking over the administration of the 
Nipper programs. 


Special education students in Dist. 


26 currently attend facilities run by 
the Northwest, suburban cooperative, 
since Dist. 26 is within that coopera- 
tive's boundaries. However, Maryville 
also is within the boundaries of High 
School Dist. 207, so students come un- 
der Maine Township's program when 
they begin high school. 


Dist. 26 Supt. John Fridlund said he 


assumes the Dist. 26 board will accept 
the offer from the Northwest subur- 
ban organization. He said that cooper- 
ative is now legally responsible for 
Nipper anyway, since the students 
live within the cooperative's geogra- 
phic boundaries. 


Board members for the Northwest 


suburban cooperative said if the coop- 
erative takes over Nipper's education- 
al programs, the Maryville children 
can use the other facilities operated 
by the cooperative and other special 
education children in the area can at- 
tend Nipper. 


Nipper, which opened in March, can 


accommodate about 120 students. Now 
there are only 60 students from Mary- 
ville at the school.

Centex offers to fix fire hazards in homes

Centex Homes Corp. will pay for 


modifications to furnaces and hot wa- 
ter heaters In 1,136 Elk Grove Village 
homes under a proposal designed to 
reduce life-safety hazards. 


Under the proposal developed with 


the village administration, fire resis- 
tant material will be installed in 724 
homes, new venting equipment in 303 
homes and a combination of both in 
109 homes. Centex will pay for the 
work and there will be no cost to the 
homeowners. 


No cost estimate for the modi- 


fications was available. 


The proposal, which the village 


board will consider tonight, is the cul- 
mination of mom than two years of 
effort by the village to bring a solu- 
tion to an estimated 1,700 furnace fail- 
ures in homes built between 1962 and 
1974 by Centex. 


VILLAGE Mgr. Charles A. Willis 


said the new proposal is designed 
specifically to correct violations of the 
building code that could lead to fire*. 
Ho suid the proposal will combat situ- 


ations in which there is inefficient 
venting of the heating units and in 
which heating equipment is too near 
combustible surfaces, such as exposed 
wooden walls. 


"We believe the proposed modi- 


fication program will correct all life- 
safety code deficiencies and improve 
the performance of venting systems 
which demonstrated unacceptable lev- 
els of efficiency," Willis said. "We be- 
lieve after we complete these modi- 
fications there will be no further in- 
volvement by the village." 


Willis said the modifications would 


not eliminate possible heat exchanger 
failures or future furnace fires. He 
said that it would be up to the home- 
owners' to prevent or catch such de- 
fects. 


"All of our effort and concern will

THEIOS SAID the county is contin- 


uing its encephalitis prevention pro- 
gram and he advises citizens to con- 
tinue prevention efforts 
in their 


homes. 


Those efforts should include dram- 


ing any stagnant water in bird baths, 
empty flower pots and other mate- 
rials. Mosquito repellant should be 
used by persons spending time out- 
doors 


"Although only three of the 87 birds

Centex offers to fix 
furnaces, heaters 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Centex Homes Corp. will pay for 


modifications to furnaces and hot wa- 
ter heaters in 1,136 Elk Grove Village 
homes under a proposal designed to 
reduce life-safety hazards. 


Under the proposal developed with 


the village administration, fire resis- 
tant material will be installed in 724 
homes, new venting equipment in 303 
homes and a combination of both in 
109 homes. Centex will pay for the 
work and there will be no cost to the 
homeowners. 


No cost estimate for the modi- 


fications was available. 


The proposal, which the village 


board will consider tonight, is the cul- 
mination of more than two years of 
effort by the village to bring a solu- 
tion to an estimated 1,700 furnace fail- 
ures in homes built between 1962 and 
1974 by Centex. 


VILLAGE Mgr. Charles A. Willis 


said the new proposal is designed 
specifically to correct violations of the 
building code that could lead to fires. 
He said the proposal will combat situ- 
ations in which there is inefficient 
venting of the heating units and in 
which heating equipment is too near 
combustible surfaces, such as exposed 
wooden walls. 


"We believe the proposed modi- 


fication program will correct all life- 
safety code deficiencies and improve 
the performance of venting systems 
which demonstrated unacceptable lev- 
els of efficiency," Willis said. "We be- 
lieve after we complete these modi- 
fications there will be no further in- 
volvement by the village." 


Willis said the modifications would 


not eliminate possible heat exchanger 
failures or future furnace fires. He 
said that it would be up to the home- 
owners' to prevent or catch such de- 
fects. 


"All of our effort and concern will 


not permanently solve heating-venti- 
lating problems," he said. "It is the 
homeowner's responsibility to main- 
tain his property, including the heat- 
ing system. 


"Those 
systems 
should be in- 


spected, cleaned and adjusted at least 
annually. Vent grilles should be kept 
free of obstructions like rugs, boxes, 
dust and the like. Combustible articles 
should not be stored near the heating 
facilities. Freon, some aerosol prod- 
ucts and chlorides should be used 
sparingly. Air conditioners and refrig- 
erators should be periodically checked 
for leaks of freon gas," he said. 


UNDER THE proposal, the 412 


homes that exhibited inefficient ven- 
ting during carbon monoxide in- 
spections commissioned by the village 
last summer, will be given an auto- 
matic draft inducer or larger venting 
grilles or both.

The village gives gas station owners

Carbon monoxide leaks were found 


in 32 furnaces and 26 water heaters 
during last summer's inspection of 
2,786 Elk Grove Village homes by Pol- 
ytechnic Inc. 


The door-to-door inspections, which 


cost the village $15,000, were done to 
measure the seriousness of the prob- 
lem of leaking carbon monoxide from 
heating units and to correct the prob- 
lems. 


The inspection results, 
released 


Monday for the first time by Village 
Mgr. Charles A. Willis, showed 1,054 
other problems in 931 homes, such as 
poor or weak venting and necessary 
maintenance.

homeowners. Where found, defective 
heat exchangers were replaced by 
Centex — sometimes at Centex's cost, 
sometimes at the homeowner's ex- 
pense and sometimes a sharing.

"Corrections and adjustments were 


made by most of the homeowners," 
Willis said.

cases of carbon monoxide poisoning 
could not be confirmed by a review of 
medical records, according to the U.S.

necessary by next week if Arlington 
Heights residents continue to disobey 
the village sprinkling ordinance, Don- 
ald Rcnner, superintendent of utili- 
ties, warned Monday. 


All water reserves stored in ele- 


vated village tanks were depleted Sat- 
urday for about eight hours as water 
consumption nearly doubled average 
usage, he said. 
The large amount of 


lawn sprinkling Sunday and Monday 
forced Arlington Heights police offi- 
cers and public works employes to is- 
sue citations to more than 50 resi- 
dents, Renner said. 


THE 
ORDINANCE 
limits lawn 


sprinkling to Tuesdays, 
Thursdays 


and Saturdays. Violations carry fines 
up to $25. 


"People are proving they are not 


interested in conserving water. We 
have given out warnings since the 
sprinkling ordinance was passed in 
1972, but now we are forced to get 
tough," he said. 


Village wells pumped more than 14 


million gallons of water Saturday and 
about 11 million gallons Sunday. Aver- 
age water consumption in June is 
about 8 million gallons, according to 
Renner. 


"One hundred per cent of the excess 


usage can be attributed to lawn 
sprinkling," Renner said. 


THE DEPLETION OF the water 


supply in elevated village tanks Satur- 
day from 3-11 p.m. caused low water 
pressure and dirty water in many 
areas. 


The Arlington Heights Fire Dept. 


received more than 100 complaints

T h e Arlington Heights Village 


Board Monday night postponed a deci- 
sion on the proposed downtown im- 
provements until additional informa- 
tion is gathered by the village admin- 
istration. 


The committee, headed by Trustee 


August Bettman, has called for the 
formation of a special service tax dis- 
trict with the central business district 
as its boundaries to finance downtown 
improvements. The committee also 
has asked for the abolishment of the 
village's strict downtown parking re- 
quirements, which Bettman said have 
discouraged development of the busi- 
ness district. 


After about two hours of discussion, 


the board voted unanimously to have 
Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson develop 
projections on the revenue that would 
be needed from a special tax district 
to fund downtown improvements. 


HANSON'S REPORT is due in Au- 


gust. 


The special 
downtown improve- 


ments committee has not specifically 
recommended how to finance the first 
parking garage, which it has said 
should be built on village-owned prop- 
erty at Vail and Sigwalt streets. But 
Trustee Frank Palmatier, chairman 
of the board's finance committee, 
questioned whether a special tax dis- 
trict could fund a parking garage. 


"I think you would have a prohibi- 


tive tax rate of more than 3 per cent 
if you attempted to fund this with the 
special tax district. You would surely 
get objections 
from 
51 per 
cent 


against it if you tried that," he said. 


If the village board does create a 


special service tax district, 51 per 
cent of the downtown property owners 
must file objections in order to block 
the creation of the district. 


Palmatier predicted that general- 


obligation bonds would be needed to 
fund a garage, which would mean a 
tax increase for all Arlington Heights 
taxpayers. 


Trustee Alfred Barboro asked for 


some assurance that a parking garage 
would bring major developments to 
the downtown area. 


"I worry about the garage's success 


in attracting people. Before f vote for 
a garage, I have to know more about 
what the direction of the development 
of the business district would be," 
Barboro said.

Gas stations blossom with new uses

Many gas stations abandoned dur- 


ing the energy crunch arc getting a 
facelift these days. 


The compact structures, as common 


to busy intersections as traffic sig- 
n;iK are being converted into doctor's 
offices, restaurants, branch banks and 
specialty shops. 


Gas pumps are being replaced by 


outdoor display cases and teller's 
cages. Eating booths and examining 
rooms arc being located where hy- 
draulic lifts once hoisted cars.

But busi- 
nessmen who convert gas stations for 
their own uses say the former stations

provide economy and a prime loca- 
tion. 


Many suburban building officials 


agree that with the appearance of 
more abandoned gas stations has 
come a growing trend to renovate the 
buildings for other uses. 


"It's quite obvious to me when I'm 


driving through other suburbs. There 


seems to be a trend in converting gas 
stations into other businesses, al- 
though it's not really true for our 
community," said Martin Munsen, di- 
rector of building and zoning for the 
Village of Arlington Heights. 


An Arco gasoline station at North- 


west Highway and Dryden Place was 
converted into a Brown's Fried Chick- 
en late in 1973, he said. 


A MOBIL station at Kensington 


Road and Dryden also has been used 
since 1973 as a storage building, he 
said. 


Other abandoned service stations in 


Arlington Heights either have been 
taken over by another gasoline firm 
or have been demolished in accor- 


dance with recent village require- 
ments, he said. 


The village gives gas station owners 


a limited number of days following 
the closing of their station to either 
sell the station, reopen it or have the 
village demolish the building at the 
owner's expense — a simple solution 
to keeping abandoned stations off the 
roadsides. 


Arlington Heights is the only North- 


west suburb with such provisions, and 
so, empty, boarded up gas stations* 
are less common than in some other 
communities. 


RICHARD PETRONE purchased a 


Citco gas station, 1215 Elrnhurst Rd.,

Laiv breakers may force 
complete ban on sprinkling

A ban on all lawn sprinkling may be 


necessary by next week if Arlington 
Heights residents continue to disobey 
the village sprinkling ordinance, Don- 
ald Renner, superintendent of utili- 
ties, warned Monday. 


All water reserves stored in ele- 


vated village tanks were depleted Sat- 
urday for about eight hours as water 
consumption nearly doubled average 
usage, he said. 
The large amount of 


lawn sprinkling Sunday and Monday 
forced Arlington Heights police offi- 
cers and public works employes to is- 
sue citations to more than 50 resi- 
dents, Renner said. 


THE 
ORDINANCE 
limits 
lawn 


sprinkling to Tuesdays, 
Thursdays 


and Saturdays. Violations carry fines 
up to $25. 


"People are proving they are not 


interested in conserving water. We 
have given out warnings since the 
sprinkling ordinance was passed in 
1972. but now we are forced to get 
tough," he said. 


Village wells pumped more than 14 


million gallons of water Saturday and 
about 11 million gallons Sunday. Aver- 
age water consumption in June is 
about 8 million gallons, according to 
Renner. 


"One hundred per cent of the excess 


usage can be attributed 
to lawn 


sprinkling," Renner said. 


THE DEPLETION OF the water 


supply in elevated village tanks Satur- 
day from 3-11 p.m. caused low water 
pressure and dirty water in many 
areas. 


The Arlington Heights Fire Dept. 


received more than 100 complaints

Saturday about the dirty water 


"They (residents) don't understand 


that's what happens when we are 
forced to pump straight from the wa- 
ter main," Renner said. 


It is the second tune this summer 


that the elevated tanks have been 
completely drained The water level 
in the wells also has continued to 
drop, Renner said. 


"Normally we have 50 to 60 feet of 


water above the pumps in the wells, 
,but in some we are down to 15,' he 
said. 


THE DROP IN the water table is 


due to high water consumption in the 
entire region, according to Renner. 


"The water table won't really re- 


cover now until November or Decem- 
ber," he said. 


Two of the village's 14 wells are out 


of order, but a new well near the 
Wilke-Kirchoff basin has been wired 
for temporary service 


"That (temporary) well is the only 


thing that gave us the extra supply we 
needed this weekend," Renner said 


"Another week of this and we'll have 


to shut off sprinkling all together," he 
said
